Country and Western JAMBOREE

An ingratiating personality and a 
warm ready smile, combined with abun- 
dant talent and sensational showman- 
ship—these are some of the factors 
which haye made Bill Carlisle one of the 
outstanding novelty singers in the busi- 
ness. 


Bill and his group, the Carlisles, are 
a familiar act on the Grand Ole Opry, 
and they’re also frequently seen on per- 
sonal appearances with Martha Carson. 
Bill is actually the only real Carlisle in 
the group. His brother, who was at one 
time a member, decided to pursue an- 
other occupation, and contrary to general 
belief, the other performers are not re- 
lated to Bill. The act was formed seven 
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years ago, when Bill signed his contract 
with Mercury Records. A talented song- 
writer as well as singer, Bill has recorded 
many of his own tunes for Mercury, 
which include such big hits as Too Old 
To Cut the Mustard and No Help Want- 
ed (the latter was the No. | folktune of 
1953). 

When Bill first entered showbusiness, 
he considered it an interesting pastime 
rather than a career. His initial efforts 
took place on a 250-watt station in Louis- 
ville, Ky., and his relaxed, winning man- 
ner soon acquired many fans. It was not 
until he obtained his next job at Radio 
Station WSOC, Charlotte, N. C., how- 
ever, that Bill realized his hobby was 
turning out to be a profitable profession. 
His next job, at Station WNOX in 
Knoxville, Tenn., on Lowell Blanchard’s 
Mid-Day Merry-Go-Round, also marked 


the beginning of Bill’s long and close 
friendship with Blanchard, Several years 
later, while with the Louisiana Hayride 
in Shreveport, La., Bill finally achieved 
national prominence when his No Help 
Wanted soared into the hit catagory. As 
a result of that recording, his group re- 
ceived an offer froma the Grand Ole 
Opry. 

Bill’s association with Martha Carson 
began five years ago when they were 
booked on the same bill, and decided to 
form a permanent act together. Martha’s 
husband and manager, X. Crosse, also 
handles Bill’s business affairs. 

Married and the father of a son, Billy, 
Jr., and a daughter, Sheila, Bill attributes 
much, of his success to the help of his 
wife. A very appreciative husband, he 
describes her as “the “most wonderful 
woman on earth.”

Will Tennessee Ernie Quit C&W?

“I may never do another country rec- 
ord.” 


Coming from Ernie Ford—‘Tennessee 
Ernie” to his millions of television, radio 
and record fans — this statement may 
sound like treason, but the witty folksy 
charmer means every word. 

With his Capitol recording of 16 Tons 
hitting the million and a half sales mark 
and still rising, Ernie Ford is in the 
enviable situation of being hot as a 
firecracker in both the pop and country 
fields and in a position to sashay either 
way with the assurance that he can’t 
misstep. Ernie realizes, however, that he’s 


got to make up his mind and choose one 
of two directions. So far as records are 
concerned, it appears his c&w days are 
over. 

Caught eating breakfast between his 
early morning NBC television show and 
music rehearsal for the next day’s per- 
formance, Ernie explained his thinking 
this way: 

“Practically every one of the pop 
records I’ve made has shown up high on 
the c&w charts,” he said. “River of No 
Return and Give Me Your Hands, tor 
example, have done very well in that 
field. And look at 16 Tons!” He shook 
his head and speared a piece of steak. 

“We still haven't gotten over it,” Clif-

fie Stone, his personal manager, inter- 
jected. “In 21 days it had sold a million 
copies. The guys at Capitol say they’ve 
never seen anything like it.” 

Ernie waved a slice of toast. “That’s 
why I believe it would be a mistake for 
me to restrict myself to the country field. 
Mind you,” he added, “I don’t want to 
lose my c&w fans, but I realize | would 
be limiting myself terribly by continuing 
to record only country material. 

“Did you know Mitch Miller of Co- 
lumbia said that 16 Tons was the most 
exciting thing he’d ever heard? -Well, 
that’s what we're aiming for,” he ex- 
plained, “to make exciting but com- 
mercial records.” 
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His new Capitol album due for re- 
lease soon will contain “all kinds of 
music,” according to Ernie. Jack Fasci- 
nato, “the finest musician with ideas 
I’ve ever met,” is doing the arrangements 
and directing the orchestra for the entire 
album. Ernie revealed that much of the 
material is similar to 16 Tons, but with 
a modern treatment far from country 
style. 

The dominant note on Ernie Ford's 
television show is one of pleasantly re- 
laxed delivery enlivened by lots of quick, 
quiet humor. His adroit handling of the 
program and the friendly atmosphere 
manifest in his easy relationship with the 
cast has caused much favorable comment 
in the business. 

Ernie attributes this not to previous 
theatrical experience, explaining, “I like 
to work as I feel. We do a relaxed show 
because everyone feels that way.” 

This is all the more remarkable be- 
cause Ernie has been in show business 
for only six years. Starting in 1949 as a 
staff announcer on an independent Pasa- 
dena radio station noted for its c&w 
programs, he used to drop by weekends 
to broadcast with a gospel choir. This 
led to a meeting with Cliflie Stone who 
still has his own program on the station. 
The following year Cliffie secured for 
Ernie his Capitol recording contract and 
became, on a handshake, his personal 
manager, adviser and friend. 

After four years, the Tennessee Ernie 
of Pasadena’s KXLA ventured into local 
television, then signed with the Ameri 
can Broadcasting Company for the net- 
work show that first brought him 
national recognition. 

After an engagement at the famous 
London Palladium in 1953, Ernie joined 
the CBS network on a 15 minute daily 
spot. Before long this was lengthened to 
a half-hour show, and last summer Ernie 
had a 45 minute program in full swing. 
Now, however, he is concentrating on his 
NBC television program, working a 
challenging 10-hour day on rehearsals, 
program conferences, record dates, taken 
up in a whirl of activity and hard work 
that is the price of his success. 

“You know Ihave to get up at five 
in the morning,” he yawned, “and when 
we're recording it can go on all night.” 

Unlike the majority of movie and 
television personalities, Ernie Ford does 
not live in the San Fernando Valley but 
is a neighbor of Vice President Nixon 
in suburban Whittier. His recent acqui- 
sition of 500 acres in northern California 
with its ranch house and 10 head of 
Hereford cattle occupies almost as much 
of his time as pretty wife, Betty, and 
his two young sons, Buck and Brion. 

“Someday,” he said wistfully, “maybe 
I can retire and work that ranch.” He 
beamed, “Boy am I off to a good start! 
Ive just had my first calf.”

To the Sons of the Pioneers, success 
is not a novelty. They have been nation- 
ally famous as singers of western songs 
in motion pictures and on television and 
radio for a long time now. 


Back in 1932, when Roy Rogers, Bob 
Nolan, Hugh Farr, and Tim Spencer 
first met, all with professional aspirations, 
they recognized an unusual quality in 
each other—they possessed voices which 
blended perfectly. They made the most 
of this by organizing the group then, 
and now, known as the Sons of the 
Pioneers. 


That, however, was only the begin- 
ning. Because they were determined to 
be a success, they did not allow their 
enthusiasm to rush them into anything 
for which they felt they were not yet 
equipped. Instead, they began many long 
and weary hours of hard practice, and 
after nine months of constant rehearsing, 
they felt they were ready. 


The Pioneers made their debut over 
radio station KF WB—a Warner Brothers 
enterprise in Hollywood, Calif. The pub- 
lic responded enthusiastically. The listen- 
ers were fascinated by the charming, 
authentic style used by the Pioneers in 
their delivery of western folk tunes. 
Thus, the boys became a sensation early 
in their careers. 


They. remained with KFWB for a 
number of years, and from there maneu- 
yered their talents into motion pictures. 
One of their early successes was a Hal 
Roach picture at Liberty studios, called 
The Old Homestead. Then, along in 
1940, Roy Rogers separated from the 
group, having got a foothold at Republic, 
where he was to make pictures.

Together Again 


Walter Winchell, in a coast-to- 
coast radio interview, once asked 
the famous conductor, Leopold 
Stokowski, who he considered the 
world’s greatest natural violinist, 
and the great conductor promptly 
answered: “That combines the ef- 
forts of two men—Fritz Kreisler 
with the left hand and Hugh Farr 
with the right.” 


The Pioneers found another member 
for their group and made 64 pictures 
together at Liberty. In the years since, 
they've been in more than 100 additional 
pictures with famous artists. 

Their guest appearances on radio and 
TV include such impressive engagements 
as the Bing Crosby Show, Perry Como, 
Jimmy Wakely and many others, and 
their club dates, just to mention a few, 
have been and still are, the Riverside 
Hotel, in Reno, Ney.; the Thunderbird, 
Las Vegas, Nev.; the Last Chance, An- 
chorage, Alaska, plus annual visits to 
Madison Square Garden with the Roy 
Rogers rodeo. 

As their reputation grew, so did their 
group, and the Sons of the Pioneers today

was taken in Canada where they worked with Roy Rogers at the 


fulfill their traveling engagements with 
Hugh Farr, Karl Farr, Lloyd Perryman, 
Tommy Doss, Dale Warren, and Shug 
Fisher, while on records they wax with 
Spencer, Nolan, Hugh Farr, Karl Farr, 
Perryman, and Pat Brady. 

They are on the RCA Victor label, and 
only recently chalked up another hit 
with their version of Davy Crockett. 

The Pioneers have written and intro- 
duced such western classics as Tumblin’ 
Tumbleweeds, Cool Water, The Timber 
Trail, Cowboy Camp Meetin’, and hun- 
dreds of other western songs, and have 
composed and played the musical scores 
for countless western films. 

One of the stars and organizers of the 
Sons of the Pioneers, Hugh Farr, dis- 


tinguished himself with his origination ~, 


of the unique single, double, and triple 
bowing and exceptional violin playing. 

Karl Farr, Hugh’s brother is not 
without exceptional ability either. He is 
known as the “man with the galloping 
guitar.” 

In their climb to fame, the Sons of 
the Pioneers have not forgotten their 
loyalty to their fans, They have re- 


mained modest, grateful to their many 
friends who helped them over the rough 
spots, and loyal to their public.

We hear there’s been 
big doings down there at KMAC in the 
Alamo City in honor of Charlie being 
in the number eight spot in the recent 
c/w DJ poll. More power to ya’, Charlie 
. .. Word comes from Ernest Tubb fan 
club prexie, Norma Barthel, giving us 
the news that she was among the lucky 
ones that got to go to the DJ convention 
awhile back. Some people have all the 
luck . . . With all due respect to Decca 
records and with every best wish for their 
many top recording artists, it’s beginning 
to look like Decca expects to be prepared 
in case of a sudden shortage of c/w 
recording artists . . . Have you heard 
Decca’s new DANCE-O-RAMA Album 
yet? You are really missing something 
there, neighbor, if you haven’t. Those 
instrumentals are a welcome sight to a 
DJ’s sleep-blurred eyes. Those seven 
albums are a must on every c/w record 
fan’s list . . . And speaking of releases, 
don’t be surprised if you begin to hear 
the haunting strains of a song called 
Pistol Packin’ Mama one of these days. 
Ekko Records will have the honors... . 
This Red Foley seems to never stop. 
Sometime when you can take out about 
six minutes, just quietly listen to Red’s 
Night Watch on-Decca. Then turn the 
record over and listen to When You 


Come To The End Of The Day. You'll 


be a new person, believe me, you will. - 


I hear of several stations that are think- 
ing of using this as a sign-off record. 
Either side would be perfect . . . Latest 
word from Cowtown Jubilee is that the 
show is getting bigger and the seats are 
getting harder to find every Saturday 
night. Bobby Lord was the guest one 
Saturday night a few weeks ago. Bobby 
has one of the top tunes around the K. C. 
area in his Don’t Make Me Laugh. He 
can really belt them out, and that he 
did. The Westport Kids were guests on 
the show recently. They, of course, re- 
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cord on the Westport label. For a group 
of young ‘uns, they can make a lot of 
mighty fine music . . . | wonder if some 
oi the other DJ’s have noticed that, every 
now and then, the listeners will reach 
way out there in deep left field and 
pick one of their own liking. One that 
seems to have missed all the big shouting 
and publicity that most hits have as a 
forerunner. This was the case recently 
with a tune recorded by Eddy Arnold. 
This song was recorded several years ago 
by Hank Williams. And it was perhaps 
one of Hank’s biggest hits. About a year 
ago, Eddy recorded up an album of top 
c/w songs that he had never recorded 
before. Among them was this tune of 
Hank Williams. Our mail requests have 
proven time and again that the folks 
really like that tune called Cold, Cold 
Heart. Maybe it would do some of the 
other recording artists well to go back 
and get some of those hits of yesteryear 
and re-record them. People’s taste in 
c/w music hasn’t changed as much as 
some folks would like to believe . 

For a song that says absolutely nothing, 
I don’t recall ever hearing of a song that 
went to the top as fast as Tenn, Ernie’s 
16 Tons. If you listen to the words close- 
ly, they hardly make sense. And yet, 
look where it is. On top of the list faster 
than any song has ever done. I might 
say in passing, that I helped put‘it there. 
Only I have TWO copies just in case 
one should wear out. It’s kind of like 
pop corn. There’s nothing to it, I don’t 
know why I like it, but I do . . . The 
one that really takes the rag ofn the 
bush is another one of those “typical of 
the times” tunes. This one is entitled 
...I1 Don’t Want To Be A Princess If 
I Can’t Have The Man I Love... 
That’s about it for this time, neighbors, 
except to wish you and yours a very 
Bless’d New Year from us here in the 
K. C. area. Stop in if you're ever by this 


way, we'd be glad to see ya’.

When people see and hear the Wil- 
burn Brothers they say “there is a real 
up and coming pair who are going to 
make it big.” What they don’t know is 
that both Teddy and Doyle have been 
making it the hard way for the past 
18 years. It was years of not having 
much, but all the time their father, their 
guiding light, kept the family together 
and making sure that they got the edu- 
cation which he wanted so badly. 

Although their first public appearance 
was the Christmas holidays in Thayer, 
Mo., for several years previous to that 
they were entertaining friends and rela- 
tives at their home near Hardy, Arkan- 
sas. Until drouth hit in 1930 and 1932 
their father was a prosperous farmer but 
then trouble struck and from then on, 
with the depression and failing health, it 
was hard times for some time to come. 

But from that Christmas in 1937 the 
Hardy Family (which was their first 
name and which consisted of Teddy and 
Doyle and their two older brothers Les- 
lie and Lester and their sister Geraldine 
kept going onward to bigger things than 
country fairs and church socials. Al- 
though he always tried to get schooling

and Teddy and Doyle up front. 


for the children wherever they might be 
playing engagements, Mr. Wilburn was 
constantly bothered by child labor laws 
and having to leave several states because 
of them, 

Just as things were going well Leslie, 
their older brother, entered World War 
II and served for three and a half years 
before being discharged because of 
wounds he received. Leslie finally re- 
joined the group in 1947 and they 
opened an 18 months stay on KBOA, 
Kennett, Mo. During that time their 
sister got married and retired from the 
business. On January 1, 1949 the boys 
finally got their first big break in the 
big time, starting at KTBS, Shreveport, 
La. and then across the way to the 
50,000 watter, KWKH, and home of the 
Louisiana Hayride. Again Uncle Sam 
called—this time Doyle—who entered 
service in May, 1951. Eight months later, 
Teddy also went into the Army. Both 
met in Seoul, Korea in February, 1953. 
Still the boys did not get together again 
for many months yet as Teddy was just 
starting his tour of duty. 

But despite this the boys (now men) 
started afresh, now minus their sister 


and Leslie, who no longer is in the 
group, although he travels with them 
often, and Lester, who plays bass fiddle 
for Johnnie and Jack. Now they were 
on their own, but soon they were 
brought to the attention of Paul Cohen, 
head of Country and Western for Decca 


‘Records, and they started recording al- 
‘most at once. At the same time they 


joined Grand Ole Opry in Nashville 
and then became part of the Faron 
Young and his Deputies show last spring 
when Faron was released, also, from 
Army service. 

Since then they have hit the top rec- 
ord charts with their own tunes in- 
cluding, Let Me Be the First to Know; 
I Wanna, Wanna, Wanna; Mixed Up 
Medley; Temptation, Go Away; If You 
Love Me and their latest release, You're 
Not Play Love backed with Look 
Around. They have appeared in the 
Faron Young movie, The Young Sheriff, 
and have been starred on many televi- 
sion programs. Possibly no artists have 
received as many honors as these two 
during the last year, starting off with 
the Most Promising Small Unit award 
in Down Beats 1954 Disc Jockey Poll

“different.” I know I'll be contradicted up one 
side and down the other for this, but to me 
r&b is more like a “gimmick” rather than an 
actual type of music. It all has practically the 
same beat, and I don’t think it will live long 
unless we let prejudice help keep it alive. 

In my opinion, prejudice has always been 
the enemy of country music. “Pop” fans re- 
fuse to like it and reject it without even listen- 
ing to it just because it had traditionally been 
considered “nothing music.’”” Or because their 
friends didn’t like it! 

After that prejudice barrier had been broken 
down, people began to realize that it is civil- 
ized and is the music from the heart of our 
country—the ordinary people. 

I do not go for the “bugles” that have en- 
tered our beloved country field, but who am I 
to speak for everyone? Yet, as a loyal country 
music fan, I think I can speak for the ma- 
jority who don’t like it either. I think it is 
just the minority who do like it—and they 
are probably the ones who like all types of 
music. 

I hope Johnny Hicks (KRLD, Dallas, Texas, 
deejay) won’t mind my quoting him, but he 
once said, “The truly happy person is one who 
likes a little of each type of music.” To which 
he could have added “—and a whole lot of 
country music.” 

Let’s not instill prejudice in the minds of 
music fans. No listener likes to hear a deejay 
who continually gives his adverse opinion on 
records (one reason why “pop” fans have 
turned to c&w, since that seemed to be the 
theme of many “pop” deejays). I say if they 
are requested and are morally acceptable rec- 
ords—spin ‘em! Incidentally, I intend to be 
a deejay someday. 

I guess I should mention that I think it is 
the right of every recording artist to turn out 
the type of record that he is expected to put 
out in his field. By now, it should be quite 
obvious that the “pop sound” doesn’t go over 
with the fans of country music. 

Since I mentioned Lee Emerson (new Co- 
lumbia recording artist) a while back, I might 
add that I am president of his fan club. The 
club is new and dues are $1 a year. The mem- 
bership includes a membership card, 8x10 
photo of Lee, and three journals. His first 
record is You Call That Waitin’ and A Pair of 
Broken Hearts. 

I would love to hear from all of his fans 
and hope they will join the club. It is based 
on informality with one thought in mind—to 
boost Lee who loves country music and_ his 
fans as much as they love him.

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ACCORDION SQUEEZIN’S 


By Pete Kay 


Hi Gang... 

In the last issue I wrote about keeping the volume down in backing vocalists, 
In this issue I will try and cover some of the most important parts in rhythm back- 
ground, Rhythm background is especially important in western type groups and if 
you have ever listened to a good western rock and roll recording you'll know what 
I mean. 

In playing a rhythm beat in a group you guys and gals want to remember one 
thing. A sharp and distinct after beat on the xroan box is the number one rule. 
In order to be able to do this we've got to get Aexible wrist action co-ordinated with 
a slight pull or jerk of the left hand on the bellows. The first thing we'll do is 
dig up an exercise for the right hand that will give us this flexibility. I think a 
good exercise is one I have pictured Fig. 1. I have personally used this exercise and I 
believe it will work wonders for you if you will practice it faithfully. Start practic- 
ing very slowly raising the right hand about two inches above the keyboard and 
bringing the hand down sharply and with a rap against the chord which will be the 
C chord in this case. Keep your fingers well rounded at all times. You can gradually 
increase the tempo and as soon as your wrist starts getting a little tired slow the 
tempo down and quit for a minute or so. I would spend about 5 minutes on the key 
of C and then start practicing the same exercise a half tone higher for about 5 
minutes. Follow the same procedure going up in half tones until you reach the C 
chord again. After you are all through practicing a good idea is to soak your wrist 
in hot water. This will sorta relax your muscles and tendons in your arm and wrist 
so that when you start practicing the next day you will feel a definite improvement 
in wrist action. Another thing I would like to stress is that all the exercises in the 
world won’t do you a bit of good unless you are consistent in your practicing. If 
you put enough time every day you will be better off than putting a lot of time 
every other day. Practice as much as you can... but do it every day. A good rule 
to remember is this one: 

If I Miss Practice One Day I'll Know It. 

If I Miss Practice The Second Day My Teacher Will Know It. 

If I Miss Practice The Third Day Everybody Will Know It. 

After a few weeks of wrist exercises you should be able to play a nice light 
touch without tiring too easily . . . that is if you have been consistent in practice. 
Now we should co-ordinate our wrist action with our bellow work. This is done as 
follows: On the first beat of measure A in Fig. 2 only the bass in the left hand is 
played. When we get to the second beat we bring our right hand down sharply 
and at the same time that our right hand hits the chord we will pull or jerk slightly 
the left hand and almost right away we let our right bounce off the keyboard. This 
exercise should also be practiced in the same way as our wrist exercise and in time 
you will be making a nice sharp and distinct sound instead of a muffled or garbled 
sound. Remember, be patient and be consistent with your practicing. 

In the next issue I will take up the subject of Fill-Ins.
